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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Applicants' response filed on 1 1/09/09. Claims 
1-6 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment to clear up minor grammatical 
errors was given in a telephone interview with Jesse Bucholtz on 2/24/2010. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The composition comprising a combination of 
pseudoephedrine sulphate and domperidone according to claim 1, wherein said 
combination [of said] includes a dose of 60 mg pseudoephedrine sulphate and 120 mg 
of pseudoephedrine hydrochloride. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended) The composition comprising [U] combination of 
pseudoephedrine sulphate and domperidone according to claim 4, wherein said 
composition may be re-administered at least 4 hours after ingesting the capsule if 
snoring starts again. 

Response to Amendments and Remarks 
Reiections-35 USC § 101 and 112 2 M (indefinite): 

Claims 1-6 are amended to claim a single invention, a composition as claimed in claim 1 
and taught by the instant specification, thereby rendering the rejection moot. 
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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A published article by Larrain et al (2006) teaches the combination of 
pseudoephedrine sulfate and domperidone for treatment of snoring is the closest art, 
but this art is not prior art. Therefore, the instant claims drawn to "composition 
comprising a combination of pseudoephedrine sulphate and domperidone, wherein the 
composition is used to alleviate or eliminate snoring in a moderate or severe non- 
pathological snorer" are patentable. 

Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
